LET TER 


My LORD, 


Have, in obedience to your Lordfhips 
Commands , ſet down in bricf , the 
ſad and deplorable ſtate of the 1rifſh 
Nation, and the apparent Injuſtice, and 
inequality uſed in the preſent Settle- 
ment of that Kingdom ; which, in my 
opinion; ( as:I formerly told your 
hy | Lordſhip ) hath chiefly occaſioned the 
heavy Judgments of God, which our Eng{ſh Nation hath 
ſenſibly felt theſe two years laſt paſt, and it is to be feared, 
our Sufferings are not yet at an end, if we" do not take a 
ſpeedy courſetohumble our ſelves, and appeaſe-rhe wrath 
of his Divine Majeſty, who may punith us farther, with 
as much Juſtice, as we have (contrary to all Jultice) hither- 
to oppreſſed the 1rifp  - ot SSI» 
B Ir 
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It cannot be denied, but that the Roman Catholicks of 
Ireland have infinitely ſuffered, during the late uſurped Go- 
ycroments; but they have done it cheerfully, and perhaps 
not without ſome comfort; having bad all that time, as 
Companions in Suffering, not only ſome of the Nobility 
and Gentry of England and Scotland, but the King himlelt, 
and all the Royal Family, Ferre quam Sortem patiuntur 
emnes, Nemorecuſat. But now, ſince his Majeſties happy 
Reſtauration, and during the univerſal Jubilee of Joy over 
all the Byzz77zch Monarchy, that the 1r:5h alone ſhould be 
forced to mourn, being condemned to a perpetual Suf- 
ferance, tar ſurpaſſing thote they formerly endured un- 
der the Goyernment of CrowWel; is a Calamity rather to 
be deplored than cxpreſt. And yet find very tew of our 
Nation any way touched with a compaſſion of the miſeries 
ſuſtained by thoſe their Neighbours, and that the 17:5h 
are not only vigorouſly perſecuted by their Conſtant ene- 
mies, but that they are wholly abandoned by their former 
Friends (I mean their fellow-ſufferers for the ſame Cauſe) 
who do not now concern themſelyes in their Suf- 
ferings. This conſideration alone, together with the 
zcal I have always had for Juſtice, and the commilera- 
tion-which Nature imprints in every man, are the motives 
( next to your Lordſhips commands ) which induce me to 
undertake this. ſubjet. I fhall therefore, by ſetting down 
matter of fa&, and by examining the title of the pre- 
ſent poſicſſours,' as alſo of the antient proprietours, diſco- 
verthe wicked artifices hitherto praiſed, to deprive the 7. 
74sh Nation, not only of the benefit of his Majcſties Mercies, 
but alſo of his Juſtice. | 

Broghil and Coot having by ſeyeral Emiſſaries ſent into 
England, felt the pulſe of the English Nation, and find- 
ing the people generally inclined to concur with the loyal 
and ſucceſsful endeayours of the Lord General ww 
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order to the Reſtauration of his Sacred Ma'eſty, convo - 
qued a convention in Dablzn, of perſons newly intercſſed 
in that Kingdom, to conſult upon the beſt and Cafeſt 
courſe that might be takcn to prevent the reſtoring of 
the Ir/5sþ Cavaliers to thoſe eſtates which the Con- 
ventioniſts and their partizans enjoyed by the Uſurpers 
bounty, and which they had great reaſon to believe, 
would be immediately reſtored to the ancient proprie. 
tours upon his Majeſties re-eſtabliſhment, In order to 
this reſolution, it was agrecd upon, that all the Gentle. 
men of Ireland ſhould be committed to cloſe priſon, to 
render them incapable of contributing to his Majeſties 
Reſtauration, in caſe his Majeſty ſhould chooſe to purſue 
his Royal Right by dint of Sword, rather than to conde- 
ſcend to ſuch diſadvantagious conditions, as the Con- 
ventioniſts did hope, and were fully perſwaded would 
be impoſed upon him by the Parliament of England. It 
was allo concluded, that a man of parts and FaQtion 
among the Presbyterian party , ſhould be employed 
into E»gland, to prepoſleis the people there, with the 
dangers and inconveniencies which the reſtoring of the 
Irish Natives to their ancient Eſtates, would infallibly 
bring upon the new Erghish intereſt in that Kingdom, 
In purſuance to theſe reſolutions, all the Priſons in Ire- 
land were filled with the Nobility and Gentry of that 
Nation, whom no imbecillity of age, nor indiſpofition 
of body could excuſe, nor any offered {ecurity anſwer 
for: Sir John Clotworthy, a man famous for plundring 
Somerſet Houſe, murdering the Kings Sub;efts, and 
committing many other Treaſons and horrid Crimes, 
was diſpatched into England. This perſon, who was 
alwayes accounted as violent againſt the Irz5h, as he was 
known to be ſeditious, and ill. affe&ed to Monarchy ; no 
ſooner arrived in Zoxden, than he filled the peoples cars 
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with ſuch dreadful ſtories of a new InfurreQion in Ire- 
land, ( whereof counterfeited Letters were read on the 
Exchange, and ſeveral copies diſperſed over all the cor- 
ners of the' City) that his Majeſty was fcarce warm in 
his Fathers Throne, when both Houſes of Parliament 
( grounding their belief on Clorworihy's aſſertion ) pre. 
{cnted unto him a Proclamation, to be ſigned againſt 
the I7/5þ Papiits, who were ſaid to be aQtually in 
Rebcllion, - murdering his Majeſtics Protcſtant SubjeRs, 
violently intruding into other mens poſicfſions, with 
many other CharaQers of Infamy, rendring them odi- 
ous to all Nations. This Proclamation was publiſhed 
in London, on the third day of June 1660. notwith- 
ſtanding that it was very well known at that time, 
that there was not an Iris man in arms in any part of 
Ireland, 

Clotworthy, encouraged with the good ſucceſs of his 
firſt efſay, and ſtrengthned by a new landed recruit of 
Convention Agents /among whom Broghi/ himſelf made 
one ) having obſerved that a genera] A of Indempnity 
was ready to be paſſed to all his Majeſties SubjeAs, and 
fearing that the Ir15h (if concluded therein ) would be 
conſcquently reſtorable- te: their eſtates; preſented a 
Proviſo againſt them; to- be inſerted in that AR; but 
this Provzſo ſeemed ſo unreaſonable to both Houſes 
( eſpecially after that his Majeſty had made a fpeech to 
them for comprehending the Irzs+ in his general and 
Gracious Pardon ) that they were fully reſolved to ex- 
rend the At of Oblivion tc the Ir75h Papilts, as well as to 
thereſt of his Majcſties SubjeAs, But the Conventioniſts, 
after ſome conference with the * Duke of Ormond, ( to 


* The Duke of Ornend hath added as much to his own ancient eſtate, by the 
new ſcttlement of 7reland, as would haye ſatisfied all the claims of the juſt 


Adventurers, And Angleſey and Kingſton little leſs, 
whom, 
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whom, as 'tis ſaid, ( with what truth I know not) they 
offer'd that great Eſtate, and vaſt ſumms of money which 
are conferred upon him by the AQt of Settlement ) 
wrought {o upon his Grace, that in the Hou'e of Lords 
he made a ſpeech againſt comprehending the Irz5h 
Papiſts in the A& of Oblivion, ſaying, that the King 
had taken that matter into his own hands, notwithſtand- 
ing that his Majeſty had but few dayes before clearly 
declared himſelf for their being comprehended in his 
general Pardon; ſo that it was carryed againſt them, to 
the great aſtoniſhment of all perſons of honour and con- 
ſcience, that were informed of the corrupt wayes where- 
by they were excluded. 

Neither, my Lord, was the excluſion of the 1riþ 
e\1t of the At of Oblivion, ſo (atisfaftory ro the Con=- 
vention Agents, if all other paſſages to his Majeſties fur . 
ther graces and favours were not ſhut up againſt them: 
and in order thereunto, they prevailed with the firſt Mi- 
niſter of State (whom they had gained to their ſide, by 
what coloured Argumcnts he knows beſt h:mſelf) ro 
recall the Commiſſion of Lord Deputy, which was: 
formerly given to the Lord Reb:7ts, a perion of known 
Honour and Integrity; the Conventionilts having obſer- 
ved that his Lordſhip was not to be won, upon any ac- 
count to forward their deſign, This grand ob.tacle be- 
ing remoyed out of the way, Breghz, «Angleſey, Clorwor- 
thy, and Mervin, ( with the afliitance of Szeel, Roberts, 
and Petit ) afterthree months labour, brought forth that 
monſtrous iſſue of their brain, which was expoſed tothe 
world under the name &title of His Maje/tirsmeſt Gracious 
Declaration for the Settlement of Ircland, Tuis was their 
Matiter-piece, and hath bcen ever fince the ground. Work 
of ail lubſcquent Ads which were eſtabliſhed*for the- fars 
ther Scttlement of that Nation, 
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The firſt branch of the Declaration confirms the Ad- 
venturer in his Poſſſon, the ſecond ſecures the Souls 
dier in his Debenture, the third ſatisfies the 49 men, the 
fourth aſſures unto the tranſplanted Irish the Land de- 
creed unto them in the Province of Conaught, and Coun- 
ty of Clare; the fit} makcs mention of thoſe Irish 
Officers who ſerved his Majcity in Flanders, as allo the 
Generality of the Nation who pretend to Articles, My 
Lord, Is not this a bleſſed Declaration, which proyides 
in ſo large a manner for ſo many different intereſts; A De- 
claration that ſatisfies the Natives, and yet diſpoſleſſeth 
none of the CromWellifts. 

To underſtand it well, we muſt amount a little higher, 
and call to our remembrance how the Rump. Parliament 
divided the ſpoils of the conquered Nation, in the 
year 1653, Ten Counties were allotted to the Ad- 
venturers, twelve conferred on {romWel's Souldiers, 
and three of the barren Counties given by way of 
charity to the tranſplanted Ir/sh ; theſe, by compura- 
tion, make up 25 Counties, the remaining ſevcn (for 
Ireland contains in 411 but 32 Counties ) together with 
all the Cities and Corporations of that Kingdom, 
were reſeryed for the Commonwealth, Now this De- 
claration confirms the Adventurers, Souldiers, and 
transplanted Irish in their preſent poſeſſions, and 
moreover, it aſſignes to ſeyeral other uſes, the ſeven 
remaining Counties, and all the great Towns of Ire- 
land, which were not diſpoſed of by the Common. 
wealth : one of the Counties being deſigned to ſupply 
the deficiency of the Adventurers Lots ; another, to 
fatisfic the Incumbrances on the Lands alrcady laid 
out *to Adventurers and Souldiers ; the third to rc- 
prize ſuch as were removed from the Lord Duke of 
Ormond s Eſtate, and the other four Counties, with 
the 
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the Cities and Corpotations of the whole Kingdom. 
(a pretty grant ) being aſſigned to the Proteſtant Offts 
cers who lerved his Majeſty in Ire/end at any time bc, 
fore the year 1649. After this ſolemn diviſion and di- 
ſtribution- made of every houſe, and every Acre of 
Land, over all the Kingdom of Irelazd, ſome 500 
Iris Gentlemen ( who ſerved his Majeſty in Flanders ) 
are named in the Declaration, to be forthwith reſtored 
to their ancient Eſtates; but not, until Lands of equal 
value, worth and purchaſe, are firſt found out to re- 
prize the Adventurers, Souldiers, and the reſt now in 
Poſicſſion ; a work no more nor leſs teaſible than the 
creating of. another Ireland. 

My Lord, this Declaration was publiſhed on the 
zoth of November 1660, and at the ſame time Broghil 
created Earlof Orery, and Sir Charles Coos made Earl of 
Montrath, were joyned in Commiſsion with the Lord: 
Chancellour Exftace, as his Majeſties Lords Jultices of 
that Kingdom ; Sir John Cleatworthy ( who was alſo crea- 
ted Lord Viſcout Maſſerene) Sir CAudly Mervin, and 
ſome others of the Conyention - Agents, ſtayed at 
Court, to draw up private inſtructions for the better 
exccuting his Majeſties Declaration : And becauſe In- 
nocents, Vis. ſuch as never offended his Majeſty, or: 
his Royal Father, were the only people to be reſtored; 
without previowe r7eprifals, the Conventioniſts made 
it their grand work ſo to qualifie an /nnocent , that: 
it ſhould be Morally impoſsible to find any ſuch in: 
rerum natura, Virum innocentem quis invenies ? Eleven 
qualifications were ordered for their tryal, and thoſe 
ſo rigid and ſevere, that Cl/orworthy and his Compa- 
nions ( who had the.,wording of them ) did verily. 
believe there conld not be a man found in all: Ire- 
land that ould paſs untoucht through ſo many pred F 

on 
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for, not only the inoffenſive perſons, who never took 
arms, who never entered into the Confederacy with 
the reſt of their Countrymen , if they did but pay 
them the leaſt contribution out of their Eftates , -if 
they did but reſide in the Iriſh quarters, although in 
their own houſes, not only theſe, I ſay, were decla- 
red to be no Innocents, but ſuch as lived all the 
Warr time in Enzland, fuch as were With his Ma- 
jeſty at Oxford, and ſerved in his Army , if they re- 
ceived any rent from their Tenants in Ireland, were 
by virtue of one of the eleven qualifications, to be held 
for Nocents. 

But among all the other qualifications, that of taking 
an Engagement ( Which was adminiſtred unto all his 
Majeſtics SubjeQs in the three Kingdoms ) wasa very 
Notable one ; This Engagement was forced upon the 
Irich in ſo high a nature, that thoſe who would not 
take it, were debarred , not only from the benefit of 
the Law, but alſo expoſed to an inevitable danger of 
death, the Souldiers of CromWels Army bcing come 
manded by Publick Proclamation, to kill any man they 
met on the high way, -who carried not a certificate 
about him, of having taken that Engagement : com- 
mands, which were cruclly executed on filly Peſants, 
who, out of ignorance, or want of care, having left 
their Tickets at home, were barbarouſly murdered by 
the mercileſs Souldiers: My Lord, it 1s very remarka- 
ble , that they who deviſed this Engagementr, who 
heartily ſubſcribed unto it, and forced others to take 
it, ſhall not be queſtioned or held criminal; and that 
thoſe who never ſaw it, bcfore it was miniſtred unto 
them, who abhorred it ivy their hearts, and were forced 
to ſign it, to avoid a bloudy and violent death, ſhall be 
declared nocenrs, and an irrevocable fentence of loſing 
: their

their Eſtates given againſt them, and the Eſtates fo 
forfeited, to be conferred on theſe vety perſons 
who compelled the Proprietors to that Forfeiture. 
oy this qualification alone, a man may judge of the 
reſt. 

To crowa this grand work of Settling re/and, the 
Conve. tioniſts ( having worded the Declaration and 
Initruftions to their own advantage ) preyailed with 
their greac Patron, to haye themſelves named the 
only Commiſſioners to- put in execution his Majes 
{ties Declaracion for the Serclement of 7reland. This 
unulual, and perhaps never before heard of courſe of 
Juſtice, ( one ot the Partics being made Judge of the 
Cale ) appeared ſo ugly and terrible to the 1riſh, that 
many of them could hardly be perſwaded to belicve, 
that his Sacred Majcſly was reitored to the peace» 
able and free poſſeſſion of his Crown and Kingdoms, 
ſeeing the very ſame perſons Who tyrannized oycr 
them during 0/rver's Reign, were now, not only con« 
firmed in their former charges, and advanced to pla. 
ces of greater truſt; but allo newly commiſsioned 
with an unlimited power, to give a final and deci- 
ſive ſentence of all the Titles and pretenſions. of the 
unfortunate Natives. This prepoſterous way of pro- 
ceeding, having not only incented tae intercſſed Ir hb, 
bur allo ſcandalized all the moderate men of Frgl/ard, 
another courle was judged fit ty be taken, lets ſhame- 
ful in appearance, but in cf the very fame : The 
New Court of Claims was 4anulled, and the Lords 
Juſtices were ordered to call a Parliament, which met 
on the $th day of May 1661, The Lower Houlſc 
of this Parl ament was all compoſcd of CromWellifts; 
and but very few of the Ir14h Pects were admitted 
to (it in the Houſe of Lords, nader pretence. of for- 
mer: 
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mer Inditments. This Parliament made the firſt AQ 
of Settlement, which they entitled, an AG for explaining 
his Majeſtics Declaration for the Settlement ot Irgelard. 
This A& decides all the doubtful expreſsions of the decla- 
ration in faycur of the C: 09:Wel/rſts,& to the diſadvantage 
of the Natives, it allows only a Twelve months time 
for the tryal of Izzocents; but thoſe Irz5h Gentlemen 
who ſerved his Ma «ity abroad, together with the ge- 
ncrality of the Nation pretendirg to Articles, ( halt a 
ſcore perſons only excepted , who were particularly 
provided for) are for ever dcbarred by this AQ, to reco- 
ver their eſtates without previous reptizals, Which is 4 
thing not to be had in nature, 

My Lord, I cannot omit minding your Lordſhip of a 
remarkable expreſsion in the Preface of this AQ, that 
the Iriſh Rebels Were conquered by his Majeſties Proteſtant 
Subjetts, in his Maj (ics abſence, Thee Irih Rebels 
when they were conquered , fought under the 
command of the Lord Duke of Ormond, his Ma- 
jeſties Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and afterwards 
under the command of the Lord Marqueſs of Clanri- 
card, his Majeſties Lord Deputy for that Kingdom ; 
and thoſe Proteſtant Subjefts who conquered them, were 
called, Cromwell, Ireton, Jones, Reynolds, Broghil, Coot, 
Venables, Hewſon, Axtel, &c. who vigorouſly purſucd 
the Iri5h Rebels, for no other Reaſon, but that they 
conſtantly denyed the authority of the pretended Coms 
monwealth, and unalterably adhercd to the intcreft of 
Charles Stewart, ( for ſo his Majeſties now Proteſtant 
SubjefFs were wont, in that time of corqueit , to call 
our Gracious Sovereign) but now a dayes they fing 
another note, and ſpeak quite another language; having 
eſtabliſhed for a fundamental Law , zhat the Irish Re- 
bels were conquered by his Majrſties Proteſtant Subjetts in

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his Ma efties abſence, This being paſted, and the Royal 
aſsent given to it; Sir Richard Rainsford, and the reſt of

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By this additional At it is decreed, that no benehir 
of innocency, or Articles, ſhall be allowed from 
henceforth, to any of the Irz5h Natives. The words 
of the text, pag. $.4.22. are theſe; And it us bereby 
declared, that no perſon or perſons, who by the qualifica- 
tions in the ſaid former Att, hath not been ad/udged in- 
nocent, Shall at any time hereafter be reputed innocent, 
fo as to claim any lands or tenements hertby vefted ; or 
be admitted to hav! any benefit or alli Wwance of any fu- 
ture adjudications of innocence, or any benefit of Articles 
Whatſoever. 

To (alve this grand breach of Publick Faith, the Law 
of God, and Nations, and to give ſome colour of Ju- 
ſtice, to an aQtion which is evidently repugnant to 
Magna Charts, and the Fundamental Laws of England, 
(rocondemn lo many thouſands before they are heard) 
it is ordered by the ſame A, that ſome fifty four 
perſons of the Nobility and Gentry of Ireland, (who 
likely deſerved his Majelties particular favour , and 
whoſe Names are ſpecified in the AQ) ſhall be re- 
ſtored unto their ſeveral and reſpeQive principal Seats, 
and unto 2000 acres of Land thereunto adjoyning ; 
provided alwayes, that the Adventurers, Souldiers, and 
49 men who are to be removed, ſhall be firſt ſatisfi- 
ed, by ſome. other forfeited Lands, in equal value, 
worth, and purchaſe ; The transplanted 7:54 are pur- 
poſely left by this A upon very doubtful termes, that 
in caſe of neceſſity ( if the ſtock of reprizals ſhould 
fall ſhort ) their preſent poſſeſſions might ſerve to re- 
prize the Adventurers, Souldiers, 49 men, and Gran- 
tees already removed by the reſtored innocents, and 
the ten Proviſo-men in the former AR, or to be re- 
moved by the nominees, and ſome three or four per- 


ſons more particularly provided for in this additional 
AQ, 
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A&. The 49 mea are expreſly forbidden by this A&, 
to ſet or let by way of Leaſe, or otherwilc, any part 
of their Lots within the walled Towns and Corpora- 
tions, Or at a certain diſtance thereunto, to any Ir25h 
Papiſts , under the penalty of tooſing what is let, and 
forfeiring as much more, There is a general Claufc 
in the AQ, that all Clauſes and Proviſos therein con. 
rained, which admit any doub:tul expreſſion , hall be 
alwayes conſtrued to the advantage and favour of 
the English Proteſtants , and ſeveral other Proviſions 
are made, all tcnding to the deſigned cxtirparion of 
the Natives. 

This deſtrutive AR, after many long conſultations, 
wherein the firſt Miniiter of State did alwayes employ 
the utmoſt of hi; uncontrouled power, to counte- 
nance the Cromwellian party, and the Kings Sollicitor 
General / who had the penning of the A&, made uſe 
ot his Rhetorick and Knowledge in the Law, to plead 
. in their behalf,-( the favour of the one being eaſily 
g ined, at thc rate of ſeveral valt ſumms of ready mo- 
ny, and the promiſe of an eſtate of 6000 /. a year for 
his fon; and the pains of the other, being modeſtly 
rewarded by a ſmall fee of 8000 /. ferl.) this AR, I 
Jay, ſo well ſupported, was Signed and Sealed at 
Salisbury on the 25th of July 1665. ( notwithſtanding 
all the oppoſition given thereunto) and this in a time 
when the hand of God vifibly appeared in the great 
Mortality, which then begin to increaſe in the City of 
London; and when I heard many moderate men fay, 
We are juſtly punished by God, for the injuſtice done to 
the Iiiſh, Ir is now more than two years fince the 
A@ went over into Ireland, and the 5 4 Nominees who 
were to be reſtored (as they verily belicycd ) to theic 
chief houſes, and 2000 acres of land, have not yet 
C3 got, 
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got, the poſſeſſion of a cottage , or ofone a- 
cre of ground ; which agrees very well with 
Oroyye's rallery lately expreſſed ; That it Was intend: d 
hy the AF, that they Should be only Nsmintes, nomine 
reſtorabie, but not re, for that Was never intended; and 
yet the ſame Orory afſurcd the King, that there 
was a liflicient flock of repriſals to fſatisfie all in- 
tercſts. 

My Lord, this is the true late, in brief, of the 
Irish Caſe, as to matter of FaQ, ſince the firſt day of 
his Majcſties moſt happy Reſtauration, to this inſtanr, 
Let us now examin matter of Right, and ſec what title 
the leveral intereſts obſtruing the re-eſtabliſhment of 
the [7ish can juſtly pretend, to the eſtates of the di- 
ſtreſſed Natives. Theſe different intere(ts can be rcdu- 
ced to four principal ones; the firſt is that of the Ad- 
venturers, the ſecond of the Souldiers, the third of the 
49 men, an.1 the fourth of the Granzees z, we will begin 
with the Adventurers. 

Theſe are certain Inhabitants of Lowudox who in the 
year 1641. pretended to ycnture their monies to rc« 
duce the Rebels in Ire/avd, ( but intended, as after» 
wards appearcd, to deſtroy the King ) upon the aſſu. 
rance of getting ſuch a quantity of the Rebels Lands in 
proportion to the ſumms they laid out» and in purſu- 
ance of an A@ of our Englich Parliament, which then 
paſſed to that cfteAt. By which AR; it is ordered, that 
the mony fo laid out, ſhould be employed for the ſer- 
vice of Ireland; and that, ( after the Rebels were de- 
clared by both Houſes to be wholly conquered ) a com- 
miſſion ſhould iſſue forth under the Great Seal of 
Eng/and, to make a ſri inquiry through all the Coun- 
ties of /reland, of Eſtates forfeited by the Rebellion, 
to bediſpoſed of for the ſatisfaRion of the Adyenturers. 
Nei- 
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Neither of theſs. conditions were hitherto obcerved;z 
for the mony laid out, was all, ( or at leaſt, for the 
greateit part ) employed to buy arms and ammunition 
to fight again(t his Majeſty in Erg/and, The Rebels 
were never yet declared by both Houſes of Parliament 
to have beca conquered, nor any Commiſſion iflued 
forth under the Great Seal of England, to enquire after 
Forfeitures : It is true, that the remaining Members 
of the Houſe of Commons, made an Ordinance in the 
year 165 2. (without the concurrence of the Houte of 
Lords ) that the Rebcls were wholiy conquered; and 
conſequently aſſigned ren Counties to the Adventu- 
rers, without iſſuing forch a»y Commiſion under the 
Grcat Seal of England, to eximin whether the lands 
therein contained were forfeited or no. Of theſe ten 
Counties, the Adventurers of the doubling Ordinance 
( who were to have for their rc ſpeive (ſumms laid out, 
double the quantity of land alsigned to the firſt Adven- 
turers ) have got alarge proportion, becauſe their mony 
was given to the Long Parliament in the year 1644, 
_ they were in aftual Rebellion againit his Ma- 
Jenny, 

"The late King underſtood very well the nullity of 
this A& having never made mention of the Adyentu- 
rers intereſt in all the Treaties of Peace which palſsed 
between his Majeſty and the confederats in Ireland ; 
which certainly, ſo juſt a Prince as Charles the firſt was 
known to be, would never have»done, if he had con- 
ceived himſelf any way obliged by that Atto provide for 
them, Burt ſuppoſing that the A& of decimo ſeptimo 
Caro! in the behalf of the London Adventurers, haj not 
been defeQive; can thoſe of the doubling Ordinance 
expect any benefit by that Law > Can the firſt Adven- 
turers, Whoſe moncys were diſpoſed to othcr uſes than 
the 
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the relief of the Proteſtants in /reland , pretend any 
adyantage by that AA? nay, can thoſe few perſons of 
the firſt rank (whom we call the juſt Adventurers, 
and whoſe moneys were really cmployed in the Ir: 
War) lawfully enjoy the Ir:/þ Land, until the Rebels 
be declared by the two Houſes of Parliament to be 
waolly conquered; until a Commiſion iſſues forth 
under the Great Seal of England to examine who are 
Rebels, and who are Innocents ; and until, after per- 
forming thoſe eſſential formalities required by, the 
A@, they reccive by 4 jult ard legal way of pro- 
ceeding , their reſpcive proportions of the forfeired 
Eftates ? 

The firſt Miniſter of State ( a Lawyer by his frſt 
profeſiion) cannot be ignorant of thele ycrities; ſpecial- 
ly when he perſwades his Royal Maſter to ſpeak after this 
manner, in his Declaration for the Settlement of lyre. 
land, pag. 7. Therefore in the f1t place, tn craer to a 
ſettlement of that inter«ft claimed by the CAdventurers, 
although the preſent Eftates and Peſſeſcrons they enjoy, if 
they were examined by the fri? letter of the LaW, World 
prove very ae fefÞive and invalid, as being 0 WaYes Pur. 
JSaant to thoſe Aits of Parliament upon Which they pre. 
rend to be founded, bus rather ſeem to be a ſirutture upon 
their ſubſequent aſſemt, both 10 aifferent mediums and 
ends, than the obſervance of theſe; yet we being alwayes 
more ready to conſult, &c. Can any thing: be ſpoken 
more plain to prove the nullity of the Adventurers 
Title by the A& of 17. Car.? and could the ſupream 
Judge of the Court of Equity give a-more unjuſt ſen- 
rence, than to ſay, Although this party can pretend no 
right to the Eſtate in queſtion, yer I am pleaſed toad. 

dec it for him? The matter in diſpute is no-leſs than the 
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taad of ten Counties, the parties pretending .are the Ir72/4 
Pro. 
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roprietors, and the London Adventurers : the firſt en- 
Joyed it for ſo many ages, they have their Patents and 
Evidcnces to ſhew for it, and they loſt it at length upon 
the account of Loyalty, fighting for the Kings Intereſt 
againſt the murderers of his Royal Father : the laſt (as 
'tis acknowledged by the words of the Text) have no 
other title bur what they derive from the Ordinance of 
an uſurped Government, for having disburſed vaſt ſums 
of money to countenance Rebellion, to pull down Mo- 
narchy, and put up a pretended Commonwealth, And 
yct the Land is adjudged for them , and confirmed to 
them and their heirs for evcr. 

The lecond main interelt ob{rufting the reſtoration of 
the Irz5h, is that of Cromwel's Souldiers, Who arc not 
mentioned in the At of 17 Carol;; neither indecd do 
they pretend any other Title to their Eſtates, but that of 
the word, Which they have alwaycs employed agiin(t 
thela{t King, and his prefent Majeſty, enjoying as a Sala- 
ry for their ſervice, all the 1r/5þ Eſtates in twelve Coun- 
ties, Idonotthink any man will be ſo impudent as to 
juſtitie this prodigious Title; I am ſure their greateſt Pa- 
trons never durlt ſay they were juſt, but they {aid very 
often, it was convenient tO confirm them inpoſſeſſion of 
other mens Land, And perhaps we ſhall not find many 
other States-men ( among the followers of the Goſpel ) 
who will allow of a conventency ſo apparent againſt Ju= 
ſtice : ruar Calum & fiat Juſtitia, is 2 motto Which better 
becomes a Lord Chanccllour, then, let us not do what 
is juſt, but what is convenient. 

It is indeed a moſt wonderful conveniency to diſpol- 
ſeſs the ancient Proprictour who fought tor the King, 
and give his Eſtate to a Fanatique Souldicr who fought 


for CromWwel. 
D To 
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To ſupport this pretended Conycniency, thefirſt Mi. 
niſter of State made uſe of a ſtrong Argument, derived 
from the great power of the CromWellifts in Ireland; and 
thus he makes it out : 

The Engliſh Army is very conſiderable now in Ireland, 
they have Swords in their hands, ana they are in 
poſſeſſion of all the great Towns, and firong holds 
in that Kingdom, it is not therefore ſafe to irritat 
them; Nay, there is an abſolute Neceſsity ( aS the caſe 
ſtands) ro confirm them in their preſent poſselSions ; for 
we muſt not do what is juſt, but what is conveni- 
ent, Theſe words were often delivered in Counſel, 
as ſo many Oracles, and perhaps the great States- 
man did not ſeriouſly refle&, whether the ſame argu- 
ment might not ſcrve as well to: confirm all the 
CromWwelliſts in England, in their unlawful acquiſitions 
of the Crown and Church-Lands, and ſo many Cava: 
liers Eſtates, whereof they were diſpoſſeſied upon his 
Majeſties. Reſtauration, without any great noiſe, and 
leſs danger; and yet they were then very conſidera. 
ble: they had Swords in their hands, and they 
were in poſſeſsion of all the ſtrong holds of the King- 
dom, &c. 

My. Lord,I have been all overthe Kingdom of Ireland, 
and aſsure your Lordſhip, that the old Inhabitants and 
Natives of Ireland, are ten for one, and far the more 
conſiderable party. but large ſumms have made that 
corrupt Miniſter fay any thing that ſeemed adyantagious 
to ſupport that other Intereſt : I am confident, my Lord, 
admitting them as conſiderable as he would have them, 
it cannot be half ſo formidable, as the power of that 
party was in Exgland when the King came in. Theſe 
were all disbanded in leſs than 6 months time, and now 
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"tis more than ſeyen years, that a Fanatique Army ts 
maintained in Ire/zvd without any neceſgity, which, 
occaſions that his Majeſty receives no Revenue out of 
that vaſt and fertil Kingdom Nay, he is obliged to 
ſend yearly a conliderabic ſum of mony out of England, 
for the maintenance of that Army : for my part I cannot 
underſtand how the King might ſafely reduce the Engliſh 
Army, and that it ſhould be dangerous for him to 
disband the Ir#h Forces, who wete not half ſo nume- 
rous, nor ſo much to be feared as tho'e in England, It 
the want of money hindred cheir disbanding at once with 
their brethren in England and Scorland; might not they 
be reduced by degrees, and by Regiments, in cight years 
time? I think it is ſufficiently evidenced that the 
Cromwellian Party in Ireland hath no more power than 
what his Majeſty hitherto is pleaſed to grant them, by 
the advice of his firſt Miniſter, who upholds that Fana- 
tique Army for hisowa ſordid, it not wicked ends, Let 
that Favourite -that perſwades his Maſter to tolerate 
Injuitice and Opprefſion, upon the account of a Scrvile 
Fear, have a care that he be not one day convinced 
cither of malice or ignorance. Rex eff qui poſer metus, & 
dira mala peftorts, quem non ambitio popularts, & nunquam 
ftabils favor YVulgt precipitis mover. 

The third grand intereſt, and the moſt deſtructive to 
the Natives, 1s that of the Proteſtant Officers, who ſcr- 
ved his Majefty ( or the Pailiament) in Ireland, before 
the year 1649. Whoſe arrears have been caſt up, and 
ſtated, tro the vaſt ſum of cighteen hundred thouſand 
pounds /erl. in ſatisfation whereof, the beſt part of a 
whole Kingdom ( which certainly is worth many mil 
lions) is conferred upon them. They are entitled to all 
the Natives eſtatcs in four great Counties, to all the Ci« 
I 3 ties, 
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ties, Corporations, and walled Towns of Ireland, to all 
the Land ſituated within a mile to the Sea, and to the 
River of Shenon in the Province of Conaught, and Conn- 
ty of Clare, to all the Debts, Leaſes, Mortgages, and 
Reverfions of the /r/5h ; for not only the real eltatcs, but 
alſo all other pretenſions. and titles of the unhappy Na» 
tives are forfcited : and leſt all this ſhould come ſhort 
kocontent this inſatiable Party, the laſt AR allows them 
one hundred thouſand pounds out of the two half years 
rent from Adventurers, Souldiers, and reſtored Iri5/. 
Though the 7-man Catholick Officers have alwayes 
faithſully adhered to the Kings Intereſt, and never de- 
ſertcd his ſervice (as all, or moſt of theſe Proteſtant 
Officers in Ireland have done, when the Uſurper pre- 
vailed) yct their: being Papilts dilzbles them from any 
{tisfation for their ſcrvice, which was a qualification 
not impoſed on the Catholicks in England, &c, But 
ſince the Ceſſation of Arms concluded in the year 1643, 
there was no more fighting between his Majeſties Pro- 
teſtants, and Reman Catholick Subjeas, which makes a 
great difference between their Loyalty in. point of me. 
tit, and that of offr Cayaliers in England, who, out of a 
generous rcſolution, - without any neccſſity, or conlide- 
ration of private intcrelt, did freely embrace his Majelties 
quarrel, ſiding alwaies with the beſt, although weakeſt 
party, which they maintained, for the ſpace of fix years, 
at their own Charges, with the loſs of ſo many thouſand 
brave lives, who were all ſacrificed as unſpottcd 
YVitimes on the altar of Loyalty. How comes it then 
to paſs, that a handful of Iris Proteſtants ſhould be 
allowed 1800000 /, for two years ſervice, and that our 
English Royalliſts, who are a hundred times more nu- 


merous, continged- thrice longer in ſerving the King, 
and. 
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and whoſe pure Loyalty was ncver tainted with the 
mixture of any treachery, or private intereſt, ſhould get 
amongſt chem all, without diſtintion of Nation or Res» 
ligion, but 70000 /. to be diſtributed among the needy 
Cavaliers, (who had neither Eflates of their own, nor any 
Publick charges or employments) to keep them from 
ftarving > Upon what account ſhould the Officers of 
four or five Garriſons in Ireland, that plundred ten times 
more than their pay came to, enjoy four large Counties, 
and all the great Towns and Corporations of 4 Kingdom, 
whillt the whole body of the Royaliits 1a England are 
ſo much flighted, that there is not one Pariſh in the 
Country, nor one ſtreet in any City, conferred upon 
them 2 Will not the 7745þ 49 men allow us, that 
Prince &apert, the Duke ef Neweaſtle, Montreſs, Briſtol, 
Barkley, Middleton, Rocheſter, Gerard, and (eycral other 
Noblemen of Ezg/and and Scotland, delerve to have their 
arrears ſtated and fatisfied; as well as the Grandecs of 
Ireland > Is there any conveniency, ( for I am ſure 
there can be no Juſtice ) to provide for the one and 
got for the other ? It cannot be {aid that his Majeſty is 
obliged by the Att of 17. Car. by his Dcclaration from 
Breda, or any other Covenant, to reconipence in fo 
large a manner, the mercenary ſervice of his Proteitant 
Officers in Ireland, without any regard to be hid for the 
innumerable Sufterings,. and preſent want of ſo niany 
Indigent Cav3liers in England, who have not bread to 
cat, nora houſe to lye in, and (Carce a rag to cover :heir 
Nakednels. 

To give ſome colour to this apparent partiality, rhe 
firſt Miniſter of State is forced ro betake him elt :o his 
la!t refuge, telling, as for a final reaſon, That the Prote- 
tant Engliſh. intereſt cannot be maintained. in Ireland, 
with. 
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without extirpating the Natives.And therefore, that the 
Counties and Corporations undiſpoſed of by the Com- 
monwealth, muſt not be reſtored to the Natives upon 
any account, The preſervation of this Intereſt is now 
become w!rima ratio, and the non plus witra to all politi- 
cal debates; and ſecing the Learncd Gownman will 
needs eſtabliſh it for a firſt principle, not to be denied, 
it is not amiſs to conſider more attentively this Idol, that 
occaſions ſo much impicty. As for the Proteſtant Intre- 
reſt, I mui confeſs, his Majeſty is bound to maintain it 
in all his Kingdoms and Dominions, as far forth as the 
Glory of God requires, and the Law of Nations, and 
the ſeveral conſtitutions of particular places will admit. 
Certainly, no man ( though never ſo zcalous ) will ſay, 
that his Majeſty was obliged, when he held the Town of 
Dunkirk in Flanders, to extirpate the ancient Inhabitants, 
and place new English Colonies in their Room, for the 
preſervation of a Proteſtant Intereſt. True Religion 
was ever yet planted by preaching and good example, 
not by violence and oppreſſion : an unjuſt intruſion 
into the neighbours cſtare, is not the right way to con- 
vert the ancicnt proprietours, who will hardly be indu- 
ced to embrace a Religion, whole Profeſſours have 
done them ſo much in;uftice : and as to the preſent 
Settlement of Irelzzd, ir is apparent ro the world, that 
the confiſcation of Eſtates, and not the converſion of 
Souls, is the only thing aimed at, If by the Englisb 
Intercſt we undecitand the preſent Poſſeſſion of the Lox 
don Adventurers, and of Cromwe's Souldiers, there is no 
doubt it is inconſiſtent with the reſtoration of the I7;52 
neither can the new Erelish Title to Land be wcll 
maintained , without deſtroying the old Title of the 
Natives; even as the intereſt of the late Commonwealth 
was 
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was incompatible with Monarchie, and CrowWels Pro- 
tetorſhip was inconſiſtent with the Kings Government. 
But,if by the Engli/h Intereſt we underſtand ( as we ought 
to do) the intercſt of the Crown and Cavaliers of England, 
I ſee no reaſon why it might not be preſerved in Jre- 
laxd for 500 years tocome) as well as it was preſeryed 
there for 500 years paſt, without extirpating the Na- 
tives, Why could not the English Intereſt be main- 
tained in Ire/and, without extirpation; 8s well as the 
Spanish intcrelt is preſeryed in N apes and Flanders ; the 
French intereſt in Roſs3lignion and CA!ſace ; the SWeedish 
intereſt in Breme and Pomerland; the Danish intereſt in 
Norway ; the Auſtrian interelt in Hangary ; the Penetian 
intereſt in Dalmatia; and the Oitoman intereſt over all 
Greece; and ſo many other Chriſtian Provinces, without 
diſpoſſeſſing the ancient Inhabitants of their Patrimonies 
and Birth-right > Forts, Cittadels, Armics, and Garti- 
ſons, Puniſhment and reward, were hitherto held the 
only lawful means for Chriſtian Princes to maintain their 
Authority, and ſecure their Intereſt : ſuch an extirpation 
was never yet praQtiſed by any Prince that followed the 
law of the Goſpel. 

Bur, ſuppoſing that the preſervation of an Erg/#h inte. 
reſt were lo ſacred a thing, that it may beheld lawſul in 
that regard toextirpate the old inhabicants of/rc/apd, who 
hayc received from the hand of God that portion 
of Earth for their inheritance, upon what colour of 
Title can our rigid Stateſman delign the extirpation 
Ot ſo many Families in Ire/and, of the Engl/tch race: 
and extrattion, lineally deſcended from the beſt Fami-. 
lies in Eng/and, and thoſe ancient Engl.ſh Colonies who 
fiſt brought over that intereſt into 1re/and, and main- 


tained it there for. ſo many ages ? If this Cannibal: 
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Englifh intereſt, gives no better quarter to the chil- 
dren of English in /re/and, what can {ſtrangers expect ? 
Nay, what aſſurance can be had for the poſterity of 
thoſe very Adventurers and Souldiers, that after an 
age or two they ſhall not be likewiſe devoured, or 
diſplaced to make room for a new {warm of Engliſh 
Planters, upon the account of ſecuring a new Eng- 
liſh intereſt : and thoſe new Colonies alſo within an 
age after, ſhall be extirpated upon the ſame ſcore; for, 
the children of thoſe who were plantcd in Ire/azd, about 
the beginning of King Zames his Reign, are now de. 
ſtroyed, for the better ſecurity of an Engliſh intereſt, 
as well as the poſterity of the firſt Exghsh, who in- 
vaded that Country in the dayes of King Henry the 
ſecond ; ſo that to the Worlds end, if we fol- 
low this Rule, we ſhall never be able to ſecure the 
English intereſt in the Kingdom of Ireland. 

The Grantees are the fourth and laſt in order, that 
obſtru& the reſtoration of the /r#h Natives: Their Title 
is ſoon examined, being only founded on thc Kings 
free Grant; for it cannot be ſaid that his Ma:eſty was 
bound by any former obligation, or pretended conve- 
niency, to conferr on his Ccurtiers and Favourites the 
Land of other people. Can there be any conveniency 
C not to ſpeak of Juſtice ) that the Kings only Brother, 
and heir apparent to three Crowns, ſhould enjoy ſo 
many thouſands a year in Ire/and, of poor Gentlemens 
eſtates, wiercof ſome had rhe honour to lerve under 
his command in foreign Countries? And is it fit to 
expoſe his Royal Highneſs and his Princely poſterity 
to the many inconveniencies, and heavy Judgments 
which commonly follow illegal and unjuſt acquiſitions? 
It is 2 remarkable paſſage, that CHiles Corber and other 
Re. 
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Regicides, wao went over into 1relard, got a large 
proportion of Iris land, for no other ſervice, but 
the execrable Sentence of Death which they gave a- 
gainſt our late Sovereign, and that the Duke of York 
ſhould now enjoy all that Land, by no other Title 
but that of the Regicides. The Land was given them 
by a Tyrant, for murthering the King, let the world 
judge of the goodnels of their Title; certainly who- 
ſoever comes to inherit them, can have no better. 


I ſhall make no mention here of ſo many Courtiers 


of a leſſer ſpicre, who have got vaſt eſtates in Ire- 
land, by his Majeſtics free gift, and whom the firſt 
Miniſters of State haye purpoſely interefſed in that 
Kingdom, ro engage them againſt the Natives; where- 
by the reſtoration of the Irz54 is rendred impoſlib'e, 
and the ſatisfation of Adventurers and Souldiers Aal- 
ready diſpoſſed by the decrecs of the laſt Court of 
Claims, is much obſtruted, ſo many freſh grants ex- 
hauſting the ſtock of reprilals, 

My Lord, I have hitherto ſet down in brief the 
bard uſage extended to the Irz5h ſince his Majeſties 
re eſtabliſhment, and examined the Title of the ſe, 
veral intereſts obſtruting their ceſtoration, Now it 
remains to ſay ſomewhat of the undoubted right, and in» 
diſputable claim of the Natives, to thoſe Eſtates which 
by Cromwels Decree, and his Majeſties conficmation, 
are kept from them. 

I will not take upon me to juſtifie their firſt riſing, 
( although I have ſeen a Treatiſe in Latin proving the 
lawfulneſs, or rather the neccſlity, of that war on their 
ſide, having begun it in their own defence, to prevent 
the general ruin and deſtrugion deſigned againſt the 
Kingdom and themſelyes, by the Presbyterian party 
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both in England and Scotland) 1 thall not excuſe any 
Subjcas preſuming to tike Arms, upon any account or 
prerence whatſoever, without the Authority of thcir 
Prince; I will only ſay, that by their InfurreQion (how 
bloudy and barbarons ſoever ſome arc pleaſed to print 
and paint it ) four hundred Englih could not be 
found murdered in Ireland, as appeareth by the Pro. 
ceedings (and Records yet extant in Dublin ) of the 
uſurped Power's ſcverc crquity , and their Court of 
Juſtice, that for want of men did hang women, , not 
only without legal proof, but without any probabi- 
lity that they could or would be guilty of killing Soul- 
diers, or innoccnt Erxg/ish. The Irish infurreRtion, I 
fay, hath not been accompanied with that jrfoicnce and 
malice in the beginning, nor with thole ſad and diſmal ct- 
fets in the end, which other Rebellions haye been guil- 
ty of, and ſome Pamphlets have charged the Ir;5þ with. 
They were ſcarce 22 months in Arms, when they 
yielded to a ceſſation, npon the firſt notice given 
of his Majeſties pleaſure, although they had then 
the upper hand of their Enemies; and it was known 
the Proteſtant party could not be well preſeryed with- 
Out it. This ceſſaticn was enlarged from time to 
time, until a final peace was ſolemnly concluded in the 
City of Kilkeny, in the year of our Lord 1648. by, and 
between the Lord Duke of Ormond, his Majeſties Com. 
miſtioner, in the behalf of his Majeſty ; and the Gene- 
ral Aﬀembly of the Confederate Catholicks of Ire- 
land, in the behalf of the ſaid Confederate Catholicks, 
This peace was no ſooner publiſhed, than all the Gar- 
riſons, Forts, Citadels, Strong holds, and Magazins of 
the Ir;5h, were put under the Command of the 
Xings Lieutenant; all the Nobility, Gentry, and Ma- 
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giſrates, both in Cities and Country ſubmitted to his 
Goyernment. And though the Exglish Rebels have 
been ever fince very ſucceſsful in all their attempts, 
yet the Ir/sh, notwithſtanding they were offered any 
conditions by the Ulurper, held out, with an undaunted 
Courage, until the laſt Town, and the laſt Fortreſs 
was lolt, and until they received expreſs Orders from 
his Majelty to yield to the times, and to make the 
beſt conditions they could for their own preſervation. 
It is remarkable, that this peace was concluded in a 
time, when the Ir:5h Nation was in a molt flouriſh. 
ing condition, having Armies in the field, and moſt of 
the Cities and great Towns in thcir pofleſſions, and 
more than three parts of the Kingdom under their 
command, when they were courted by the Parliament of 
Englind, and ſollicited by ſome neighbouring Potens 
tates, and when by cſpouſing his Majeſties quarre), 
( who was then deſtitute of all humane ſupport ) 
they were to draw on their Countty all the uni- 
ted Force ana Power of the Victorious Rebels in Eng. 
land and Scotland, and conſequently expoſe themſelves 
and their Poſterity to the danger of an unevitahle ruine 
and deſtruQtion, 

I' know their. Adyerſarics have pradtiſed all the 
artifice that Malice | could invent, to perſwade the 
world, that his Majeſty is no way obliged to make 
good that peace which was concluded by the Autho« 
rity of bis Royal Father. and ſolcmnly confirmed by 
himſelf, Thoſe Articles, they ſay, were forced from 
his. Majeſty by the Iri5sh Confederates. who ought to 
looſe the benefit of all his Majeſties gracious conceſſt- 
ons, having baniſhed the Lord Duke of Ormond, his 
Majeſties Lieutenant, -out of Ireland. Ir -:is caſily pro- 
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ved, that the King was forced to take the Solemn 
League and Covenant, when he was cnvironed by 
the Presbyterian Army in Scorland : but I do not uns 
deritand how it can be made out, that the Confede- 
rates of Ire/and were able to extort that peace from 
his Majeſtv, who was then in France. It will teem 
very ridiculous to ſay, that the Lord Marqueſs of 
Antrim, and the Lord Mnuskry ( employed by the 
Confederate Catholicks, to ſollicit, in a molt humble 
manner, for thoſe articles which only contain a pardon 
for the palt, and the libcrty of free-born Subje&s for 
the future) ſhould come to Paris with a train ſuffi 
cient to force a Sovcreign Prince, lodged in the 
Louvre, who was Couſin German to his moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty. The other Aﬀertion, that the Lord 
Duke of Orm10ud was baniſhed out of Ireland by the 
Confederates, is very falſe; His Lordſhip being dri- 
ven out of the Provinces of Zimfter and Munſter, by 
the power of Cromwe!'s Army, and forced to retire to 
the Province of Connaught, from whence he took ſhip- 
ping for France, to inform the Queens Majeſty of the 
fad condition of that Kingdom, and to implore. ſome 
ſuccour from abroad, which Cif timely obtained ) might 
probably give a ſtop to CromWels conqueſt, and .ren- 
der him unable to bring his viftorious forces out of 
Ireland, and defeat his Majeſty at Worceſter, His 
Lordſhip having appointed the Lord Marqueſs of Clen- 
ricard to Command in his. abſence, as the Kings De» 
puty, (to whom the Nation ſhewed all due obedience 
and ſubmiſſion ) is a manifeſt argument that his Lord- 
ſhip was not baniſhed out of the Kingdom by the 
Confederate Catholicks; for whom - he named, a 


Commander in his own abſence : neither can it reflect 
upon 
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upon the generality of the Nation, what was decreed 
by ſome Prelats convened in Jame#own, whoſe un- 
ſcaſonable zeal was ſoon after condemned, and pro» 
teſted againſt by a general aſſembly held in Loghreagh, 
of the Clergy, Nobility, and Gentry of the whole King- 
dom : and the advantagious propoſals then made by 
Cromwel's Agents, were generouſly rejeted by that 
Aſſembly, the Nation having unanimouſly reſolved ro 
riſe or fall with the Kings interelt, But what need we 
any other evidence to prove that the Irh did not ge- 
ncrally violate the articles of that peace, then his Ma- 
jeſties own words, in the Preamble of his Declaration 
for the Settlement of Ireland. And therefore we could 
not but hold our ſelf obliged to perſorm what we owe 
by that peace to thoſe who had honeitly and faithfully per= 


formed what they had promiſed to us, &c. 


1 he Ir4h being at the laſt over powered at home, 
though they loſt their Country, they did not fail in their 
Loyalty, moſt of their young Nobility and Gentry 
having followed his Majelity into toreign Countrics, and 
reſorted from all parts to ſide with thote Princes who fa- 
voured his intercſt , when the King was in France, they 
quitted the Spanzsb ſervice,and when he came to Flayders, 
they abandoncd the French (crvice, and flocked in great 
numbers about his Royal Perſon, having made up in 
ſhort time, a handſome body of an Army, which rcen- 
dred his Majeſty conſiderable to his Frieads abroad, 
and dreadful to his Encmies at-home. Theſe are ve- 
rities that none dares impugn, ſeeing the King himſelt is 
molt graciouſly pleaſed to own them in his Declaration, ' 
4nd in the firſt place, we did, and muſt al wates remember 
the great affettion a conſiderable part of that Nation ex- 
preſſed ta ts during the _ of our being beyond the ſeas, 
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When With all cheerfulneſs and obedience they received and 
ſubmitted to our Ord:rs, and betook themſelves to that 
ſervice which we dir:ted, as moſt convenient and be- 
hooutful at that time to us, though attended with incon. 
weniency enough ts themſeivis : Whith demeanour of 
theirs, cannot but be thought very worthy of our Protettion, 
Juſtice, and Favour. 

My Lord, Is it not a fad cale that the Iri5þ Nation 
who lacrificed their lives, tacir cſtates and fortunes, and 
all the intereſt they had in their Country for the Kings 
ſervice, who followed his Majeſty abroad, and ſtuck to 
him in his baniſhment, when he was abandoned almoſt 
by all the rcit of his Subjects in the three Kingdomes, 
ſhould now be in a far worſe condition, than they were 
reduced unto, during the Uſurper's Reign 2 For then 
their eftates were kept from them by violence, and the 
unreſiſtable power of Cromwe!'s Army, but now they 
ſeem to be legally adjudged againſt them by two As 
of Parliament. They were then in hopes that God 
would one day re.eitabliſh his Sacred Majeſty in a peacc- 
able and entire poſſeſſion of his Crown and Kingdoms, 
and conſequently reſtore to them their ancient Patri- 
monies, which they loſt upon the account of his 
intereſt : but now, they behold his Majeſty ſeated in 
the glorious Throne of his Anceſtors, and themſelves 
out of all hope of cvcr enjoying their cſtates , which 
are conferred on thcir ( and his Majeſties ) enemies, by 
a final ſentence pronounced againſt them ; and ( which 
ſurpaſſeth all tne miſery that can be imagincd ) they are 
eternally condemned by a Meſſi is, in whom they hoped 
for redemption, and for whole ſake they ſacrificed their 
lives, loſt their fortunes, quitted their Country, and 
forſook all that was dear to them in this World: and 
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this done by the corruption and covetouſneſs of two or 
three perſons, whereof one was the firſt Miniiter, 

The extraordinary merit of this Nation in his Maje- 
ſties ſervice, was freſh in his Majeſties memory when he 
ſpake after this manner to the Houſe of Pcers, on the 
27 July 1660. touching the A& of Indempnity; I 
hopes 1 need ſay nothing of Ircland, and that they alone 
ſhall not be without the benefit of my Mercy: they have 
ſhewed much affefFion to me abroad, and you will have 
” care of my honour, and what 1 have promiſed to 
them. 

My Lord, To paſs by Honour and Gratitude, ( which 
ſome States. men little yalue ) how ſhall we excule the 
Injuſtice of thele proceedings > Suppole the peace 
concluded in the year 1648, was invalid, and that his 
Majeſty received no ſervice abroad from any of the 
Iri5h Nation, can he in Juſtice condemn 7000 Inno- 
cents, ( before they are heard ) inoffenſive perſons, who 
never offended his Royal Father, nor himſelf : lct us ſup- 
poſe farther, that an innocent perſon could not be found 
in all Ireland, that every individual of that Nation were 
an obſtinate Rebel from the beginning, and that none of 
them eyer deſeryed the leaſt fayour from his Majeſty in 
point of Conſcience, Honour, or Gratitude , can our 
prime Miniſter and his adherents fay, that ſo many 
thouſand Widows and Orphans ( though ncver fo ctis 
minal ) are not fit objes of his Majcſties Compaſhon 
and Clemency ? 

That Kings are the Anointed of the Lord, and his 
Lieutenants on Earth, is an infallible truth received 
among Chriſtians; and as they dcrive their power im- 
mediately from God, fo they ought to imirate him in 


their ations, Bur of all the Divine Attributes, his Mercy» 
as 
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as it is aboye all the reſt of his Works; 247/er;cor- 
dia ejus ſupra omnia opera ejus, lo is it that alone which 
Princes are moſt concerned to follow. It is by this 
heavenly Virtue, that good Kings have been alwayes 
diſtinguiſhed from Tyrants, and that they appeared to 
their Subje&ts as the very Images of Divinity. I do 
not think that the Eng/ih Crown was ever worn by 
a Prince more Benign and Merciful thin Charles the 
Second, I am confident, there is no King now living 
oa Earth, who hath given a larger teſtimony of his 
natural propenſity and inclination that way, How 
great then muſt be the guilt of thoſe Miniſters of 
State that cunningly obſtruted the cftets of the 
bounty and clemency of ſo good and gracious a Prince 
towards an innocent People; and perhaps not the leaſt 
deſerving of his Subjeas > Their gettings by the Bills 
of Settlement (poiles their plea, and pretence ſor the 
promotion of proteſtancy. It w-.ll ſeem a Paradox to 
poſterity , that the 77454 Nation, which in all inſurre- 
regions hath been pardoned, and preſerved by the 
Royal Bounty of Kings, meerly Ezglisch ſhould now 
be condemned to an eternal extirpation by a King of 
old 1ri5h extration ( lincally deſcended from Fergufius 
a Prince of the Royal bloud of Ireland) who of all the 
Kings that ever reigned in England, was moſt obliged 
to the Irh Nation, and that during the Reign of 
Charles the Second, (the moſt merciful Prince that ever 
wore a Crown) ſo many thouſand innocents ſhould 
be cxempted from a hearing, and others from a Ge- 
neral Pardon, which by a mercy wholly cxtraord nary, 
doth extend to ſome of the very Regicides. 

Theſe are verities not to be doubted of in our 


dayes, which after ages will hardly admit, ſeeing the 
like 
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like was never before recorded in Annals, or mention- 
ed in any Hiſtory : for, ſince the Creation of Adam 
to this day ( and perhaps our poſterity to the Worlds 
end, may be as far to ſeek ) we cannot produce another 
example of the-like meaſure cxtended to a Chriſtian 
people, under the Goverament of a moſt Chriſtian 
Prince. The moſt bloudy Tyrants of former ages, even 
thoſe Monſters of Nature, who ſeemed to be born for 
no other end, than the deſolation of Mankind, "did 
never extirpate their old Friends, to make room for 
their reconciled Enemies : ſo that it mult be a very 
difficult matter to perſwade thoſe who are nat eye- 
witneſſes of the Fa, that the Royal authority of our 
Gracious King, which here in England maintains the 
Peer in his Splendour and Dignity, the Commoner in 
his Birth-right and Liberty, which protects the Weak 
from the oppreſsion of the Migity , ſecures the Nobi- 
lity from the inſolence of the People, and by which 
Equal and Impartial Julice is indifterently diſtributed 
to all the Inhabitants of this Great and Flouriſhing 
Realm; ſhould be at the fame time made uſe of in 
his Kingdom of Ireland, to condemn Innocents beforc 
they are heard, to deſtroy ſo many thouſand Widows 
and Orphans, to confirm unlawful and uſurped Pofle(- 
ſions, to violate the Publick Faith, to puniſh Virtue, 
to countenance Vice, to hold Loyalty a Crime, and 
Treaſon worthy of Reward, The bloudy and co- 
yetous States-man who chiefly occaſioned all this dif- 
order, was very often heard to ſay, with a fierce coun- 
tenance, and paſſionate tone, the Ir#h dclerve to: be 
extirpated, and then he wonld ( aftce his uſual man- 
ner ) come out With a great Oath, and ſwear , they 
ſhall be all extirpated, root and branch. Good God, 
Li what 
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what a Heathen expreſſion is this in the mouth of a 
Chriſtian, who is expreſly commanded to love his 
Enemies > Does he think that the Divine Proyi- 
dence, which orders the growth of Herbs, the fall of 
Leaves, and appoints an Angel for the guard of every 
individual perſon, takes no care to preſerye an entire 
body of a Nation 2 and that it ſhall be in the power 
of one man to deſtroy the work of God at his plea- 
ſure; of ſuch a man that could not prevent his own diſs 
grace, nor avoid the many other inconyeniencies Which 
are like to fall upon him ? 

This proud Hamer, who, joyntly with ſome few 
others, to. get money for themſelyes, and eſtates for 
their children ) contrived the general extirpation of the 
whole Irish race, but before he could fully compaſs 
his wicked Dcſign CI muſt confeſs he went very ncar to 
_ doit, and if God had given him a longer continuance of 
power, he would undoubtedly make good his word } 
was forced, for his own ſafety, and the preſervation 
of his life, to quit his fine Houle, forſake his Family, 
and bid his Country tarewel, and to trayel in his old age, 
ia the dead of Wintcr., through ſo many dangers at 
Sea, and incommoditics by Land , to ſeek tor ſome 
ſhclter abroad, ſecing he could not be ſecure at home. 
Tuſtus es, Domine, & juſtum judicium iuwwm. He is gone 
With all his Greatneſs, and the miſeries of the poor 1r:i5h 
do ſtill continue; however they are yet in being, and 
live in hbpe that the fall of their mortal Enemy may 
be a beginning of their Riſe, and that his Majeſty will - 
now fſcriouſly reflet upon the unparallel'd ulage 
hitherto extended to that Nation, who are deprived of 
the benefit of Law, Juſtice, and Publick Faith : the 
cryes and tears of more than a hundred ——_ 
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dows and Orphans, bcing worthy his Majcſties Prince- 
ly conſideration. And certainly, there can be no great 
difficulty met with to diſannul two illegal As, which 
are evidently repugnant, not only to the Law of God 
and Nature, contrary to common reaſon, ( and conle- 
quently void in themſelyes ) bur alſo to ail ſound Policy 
and reaſon of State; for that the true intereſt of England 
( as relating to Ireland) conſiſts in raiſing the Ir7 as a 
Bulwark, or balance, againſt our English and Scotch 
Presbyterians. The Irzsh Papiſts agreed ſo well, and 
lived ſo peaceably with our English Prelatiques, during 
all the Reign of King James, and ſeventeen years of 
King Charles the firſt, that they ſeemed to be of one 
mind in all matters : and when the Presbyterian pra- 
Qiſes and Covenant began to diſturb theſe Kingdoms, 
the Papiſts and Prelatiques in Ireland ( as well as in 
England) joyned their hearts and hands againſt Presby« 
tery for the King. The great Earl of Szrafford judg- 
ed it was a true Proteſtant Cayalicr intere(t, to: raiſe 
an Army of Papiſts in Ireland, thereby to keep in awe 
the Presbytcrians of Scotland and England : and in- 
deed the Presbyterian deſigns could never have had been 
compaſſed, if the King had not been forced to dis- 
band the ſame Army; Then the Earl. ( now Dake of 
Ormond) thought it was the true Bagiiþ and Cavalicr 
Intereſt, to joyn' in Parliament with: the' Roman Catho 
liek Nobility and Gentry of 7rel/and, againſt the Pres- 
byterian Lords © Juſtices and their Fation ; and theres 
fore joyntly with them , 'reſolved/ito'ſecure their per. 
fons, and ſeize !upon' the' Caſtte- and Magazin,of Dab- 
lin, for his' Ma;efty; "but this their defigii was quaſhed 
by an inconſiderate' attempt of forhe Northern Geatle. 
men, Which occaſioned the late Rebellion, and cn- 
Ty COu- 
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couraged the Presbyterian Lords Fuſtices to force the 
Kings Loyal SubjeQs inro deſperate courſes * but no 
ſooner were the Presbyterian Lords Juſtices depoſed, 
and imprifoned by the Kings commands, but the Ro. 
wan Catholicks returned to their duty, firit by a ccf- 
ſation, next by 4 ſubmiſſive peace, delivering the whole 
Kingdom unto the Duke of Ormond, and jeyning 
with the Cayalicr Pacty againſt the Kings Enemies, 
and ſo continued until both were over powered by 
Cromwel. 

Another reaſon why underſtanding men judge the 
Iris- ought to be preſerved, and their intereſt pre- 
ferred before that of Cromwels Creatures, is, that the 
English of Ireland are not able. to defend themſelves 
againſt the Fcors in that Country; if the Irisb be 
Neuters. The Scots are a people ſo. numerous, ſo. 
needy, and ſo near unto Ireland, fo cunning, cloſe, 
and confederated in a common Intereſt, that ſome 
of our States-men. tpprehend, they may ſoon poſſeſs 
themſelyes of that whole Iflano,, they being art this 
preſent, not only Maſters of Y/fer, but ſpread over 
the other Provinces, and very well armed. Now, if 
diſpair ſhould diQate to the deſtroyed 175k, that it is 
their conveniency to joyn With the Scozs againſt the Eng- 
iſh that poſſeſs their Eſtates, without queſtion the Eng. 
lich Intereſt will be-loſt in Irelayd. Ir is better there- 
fore that the: 1r;5þ Nation be gained by reſtoring them 
to. their own ( ſuch only excepted as had a hand in mur. 
dering English) thanthat a few Presbyterian and Phana. 
tique upſtarts: be ;,naade great by, other : mens-Eſtates, 
and. the whole Kingdom jindangered to be' wreſted: out 
of -our hands, and ſeparated from the, Crown of 
Evgland, | 
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You ſee, my Lord, that there ſeems to be as little 
conveniency .as conſcience in my Lord Clarendon's, and 
his covetous partners ſcttlement of Ireland; yet I muſt 
confels this domeſtick aftair agreech well with his Po- 
licy in foreign Negotiations. Until his time the States» 
men of Zarope (particularly the Engliſh) made-it their 
buſineſs to keep the ſcales equal between France and 
Spain, leaſt either of thoſe two Potentates might. aſpice 
anto an Univerſal Monarchy; But the Earl of Clarendon 
made it his buſineſs to utterly deſtroy Spazz, and exalt 
the French King to ſuch a height of power, that in a 
ſhort time he might be Maſter of the erherlands, and 
tind no oppoſition in his way into England; and indeed 
had not our Kings conduQt and courage been extraor- 
dinary, in clofing up a new Defenfive League ſo ſeaſon- 
ably, and in concluding a Peace between Spain and 
Portugal, no part of Ewrope that is worth the Coveting, 
could be free trom the French command. I hope, that 
as God hath inſpired his Majeſty to prevent by this 
League and Peace, the danger which corrupt Miniſters 
drew upon us, ſo he will move him to c{tabliſh a 
laſting Peace in his Dominions, by a juſt repeal of the 
Iriſþ A of Settlement ; and thcreby quaſh all the 
deſigns againſt Zng/and, that France, or any Foreigner 
may endeavour to ground upon the diſcontents of a 
deſtroyed, and deſperate people. 

Now, my Lord, that you have had this account of 
the tranſations in /reland fince his Majeſties Reſtau- 
ration , it were an a& worthy your Lordſhp ( be- 
ing a Leading Member in the Houle of Pecrs in Erge 
land, and much rclied upon in the Houſe of Com- 
mons ) to make it your requeit to his Majeity, that 
the buſineſs of Ireland may receive 01e Publick hear. 

ing, 
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ing, and all patties concerned appear by their Agents, 
whfch if your Lordſhip prevail to get done, if the 
Settlement, as it is now eſtabliſhed, be decmed juſt, 
will be happy for the Poſlcflours, and take away all 
the Calumnies that the Ir: do over all the world caſt on 
the Managers of that Settlement ; bur if it appear not 
to be a juſt Settlement, then Juſtice in ſo high a de- 
gree will become the King, and his Highe(t Court, 
and will evidence the truth or «/ize of what hath been
